WARD'S TRIAL BEGINS.

withdraw the plea ot uot guilty which his 
client had entered,

murrer, the General called the attention 
of the court to the tifth count in the 
indictment.

Judge Barrett replied that if the two 
crimes were really but different aspects of 
the same facts, they could properly be em- 
braced under the sauie indictment 
As the 


court considered the crimes as different 
aspects of the same facts, the demurrer 
was overruled. The prisoner was called 
on to plead again, and his counsel changed 
his plea to not guilty. The work of obtain- 
ine a jury was then commenced.

A BIG DITCH. 


Efforts Belae Made 
to 
Kcclaim Low 


Linda lu Illiuols-A Gre.it Feat of Kn. 
g ineerlng. 
TOLONO, III, Oct. 23.— The greatest 


drainage enterprise ever undertaken in 
Illinois is now advancing at the rate of four 
liuudred feet per day, in Piatt County, and 
will reach Bement Bridge about November 
1. This canal begins in section 86, Monti- 
collo Township, two and a half miles 
north 
and 
one 
mile 
west 
ot 


the village of Ivesdale, on the line of the 
Wabash, St Louis & Pacific Railway, and 
will terminate at Maple Lake, two and a 
half miles below Craine's bridge. The en- 
tire length will be fifteen miles, the width 
thirty-five feet, and the depth seven and a 
iialf feet The course of the ditch is through 
a large tract of low, flat prairie, subject to 
overflow in every wet 
season and hav- 


ing no natural drainage or outlet 
As 


far as completed the results of the work are 
most satisfactory, the water level in the con- 
tiguous territory having been lowered al- 
most equal to the depth of the ditch. 
The 


dredging process here employed is very 
similar to that of Disston in the everglades 
of Florida, and the work, though not as 
great in extent, is quite as important as far 
aaitgows. 
It will reclaim 20,000 a:res of 


the richest farming lands in the State 
and 
greatly 
enhance the 
productive- 


ness of at least fifty thousand acres more. 
The dredge-boat used in excavating for this 
canal was built at Bucyrus, O., and cost, Bet 
up ready for work, 324,500.

hands are employed In operating it, and the 
work continues night and day. The people 
gather by hundreds along the line of the 
new stream to witness the movements of 
the ponderous machine.
